One point in the organization of Sections which deserves a little 
attention is the question as to who shall take the initiative. Ought 
the idea to come from the Director of the Sodality, or should it 
come from one of the members? The answer is, that any one who 
wishes may suggest a Section. Whoever has the happy inspiration 
ia precisely the one that should come forward. 

This is one of the pleasant and practical features of Sodality 
work, that it is so delightfully informal. Though the rules are very 
clear and urge both Director and members to work for personal 
sanctity, the help of the neighbor and the defense of the Church, 
still everyone is left to his or her own tnitiative to choose the time 
and the ways of action. Thus for example, when the Director looks 
about the parish and sees this work or that which ought to be done 
and is being neglected, he can call one of his energetic Sodalists

On the other hand when one of the Sodalists conceives the idea 
of starting a Parish Library, for instance, or visiting the Hospitals,-. 
or teaching Catechism or what not, he or she can go to the Director 
and say: “Father, couldn't we get up a Section in our Sodality for 
visiting Hospitals, or a Section for running a Church-Door Library?” 

Again, when as may happen, a Section has outlived its useful- 
ness, it may be disbanded without regret. It is only a division of 
Sodality activities and with its ce#sation, the members can turn 
their atteation to something else. Sections should meet the needs 
of the moment and new ones should be established as soon as there 
is a definite demand. They are like the committees of a legislative 
body, where they are helps to action, they will prosper and flourish. 
Where they begin to be in the way, they should be discontinued 
and new ones begun. If you wish to find out which Sections should 
begin in your parish, ask yourself this simple question: “What are 
the most urgent needs of the parish, which the laity can meet?” 
The answer will be the Sections you need in the parish.

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INTOLERANCE AND INFALLIBILITY. 


We frequently hear the ones who are secretly, as 
well as those who are openly banded against Catho- 
lies, who have marked Catholics for political and 
social proscription, charge the latter with intolerance. 
They try to give the charge an appearance of truth, 
by saying that so long as we believe in the infallibility 

of the Church, we must necessarily be intolerant, if 
not persecuting. 

Now, we do believe in the infallibility of the 
Church; we believe tHat the Holy Ghost did come and 
ruide the disciples unto all truth; that Jesus Christ is 
with the sueeessors of the Apostles throughout all 
‘time. But doés it follow, therefore, that we must be 
intolerant? It does not, as even our enemies can be 
eonvinced, if they will but reason. There are two 
arguments, each conclusive to any candid mind, of 
what we assert. 

The first argument is to every man living “ad 
hominem” and unanswerable. The belief in infallibil- 
ity implies nothing more in the believer, than the ab- 
solute certainty that he is right. But no man is‘living 
who has ‘not absolute certainty of some opinion or 
other. Thus, if we have certainty that we are right, 
anti-Catholics (except the patriots (?), who have no 
convictions) are as firmly persuaded that we are 
wrong. They must be as firml persuaded as we are, 
since they risk their souls on their convictions, as we 
risk ours. Now, does this conviction that we are right 
necessarily produce i in non-Catholics a spirit of perse- 
eution? In like manner, infidels and atheists are 
firmly persuaded that they are i yet infidels and 
atheists profess to be patrons of liberality. If our 
doctrine of infallibility, which engenders certainty in 
Us, necessarily produces persecution, then their doc- 
trine of private judgment, from which they derive 
equal certainty, must necessarily produce in them an 
intolerant spirit. How can the certainty of being 
right produce intolerance in us, and liberality in 
them? 

The second argument, equally cogent, is drawn 
from the nature of the case. The doctrine of infalli- 
bility is a part of a great system, and to be rightly 
judged of must be considered in connection with the 
whole doctrine of Christ. The infallibility of the 
Church is our reason for believing all that we do be- 
lieve of our relations to God and to our fellows. From 
these relations springs the obligation of love to God, 
in a supreme degree, and to our neighbor as ourselves. 

Inta llibility, therefore, causes us to be absolutely 
oan that in order to save our souls we must love 
our neighbor as ourselves. If we love him as our- 
selves, can we persecute him? Hence we have an an- 
swer to the objection so often made, that “if we are 
infallibly certain that our neighbor's opinions are 
wrong, we must persecute him.” We must love him 
as ourselves. We must be sorry that he is wrong, try 
to persuade him to be right, for his sake, but feel no 
ill will towards him. This objection, too, gives us an 
insight into the objector’s spirit. If you are certain 
that your neig. hbor is wrong, why, prey, must you per- _ 
secute him? Is it because you doubt the truth of what 
you profess to believe, that you do not persecute”
